Hold the date. November 12 — that is next month's 
third annual Women in Design Network conference 
at Build Boston. Titled “Transformation: the experi- 
ence of design”, the day-long conference focuses on 
the discussion of ideas and opportunities related to 
design and its influence on society.

“Most beautiful” buildings on 
exhibit at the BSA 


Since 1923, the BSA and the City of Boston have 
been administering the Harleston Parker Medal pro- 
gram annually to recognize, in the words of the origi- 
nal bequest that established the program, “the most 
beautiful” building or structure built in the 
Metropolitan District Commission area. To be eligible 
each year, nominated buildings or structures must 
have been completed within the prior 10 years. 


The most recent recipient was the restoration and 
renovation of the Boston Public Library by Shepley 
Bulfinch Richardson and Abbott; in early June the 
BSA and the City of Boston hosted a public recep- 
tion at the BPL to present this year's award. In addi- 
tion, the BSA developed an exhibit of Medal-recipi- 
ents dating to the beginning of the program. This 
extraordinary exhibit remained at the BPL through- 
out June and has been moved to The Architects 
Building this month. 


The exhibit opens runs through November 8. The 
exhibit boards were assembled by the project archi- 
tects and this exhibit includes over three dozen 
Medal-winners ranging from Coolidge and 
Shattuck’s Boston Lying Hospital (the first recipient 
in 1923) to an extraordinary range of superb projects 
by dozens of Boston's finest design firms. 


The exhibit gallery in The Architects Building is open 
on weekdays and all are welcome, there is no charge.

The codes battle: what next? 
Just as the International Code Council (ICC) was 


ready to announce a spectacular accomplishment in 
September 1999 — the publication of a single family 
of coordinated codes for the nation — the National 
Fire Protection Association (NFPA) upset the apple- 
cart by announcing the publication of its own build- 
ing code, NFPA 5000. 


NFPA publishes standards, a life-safety code, and an 
electrical code, but this is the first time that the 
internationally respected fire-safety organization has 
entered the building code arena. This development 
was particularly upsetting to the AIA, which had 
fought hard to produce a single model code. Efforts 
to negotiate between the NFPA and the ICC have 
yet to suggest any likelihood of compromise...and in 
the remarkably short period of two years NFPA 
5000 has become a reality. While remaining opposed 
to the publication of a separate building code, the 
AIA has participated in the development of NFPA 
5000 and is monitoring its publication with great 
interest. In early September of this year, seven archi- 
tects across the country with backgrounds in code 
writing, consulting, and enforcement convened for 
two days in Cincinnati to review and evaluate the 
new NFPA code. The group identified both 
strengths and weaknesses of NFPA 5000 and passed 
along the results of their evaluation to the AIA 
Codes and Standards Committee. 


The publication of NFPA 5000 appears to be a fatal 
blow to the AIA's goal of a single building code in the 
U.S.; however, Dave Collins FALA — who chaired the 
technical review in Cincinnati — reminded those pre- 
sent that, based on the experience of the consolidation 
of the three model code groups, nothing can be ruled 
out. One of the great variables in future developments 
will be the role of the AIA. If the AIA encourages 
members to actively oppose the adoption of NFPA 
5000, the new code could face a long uphill battle 
and terms for consolidation with the International 
Building Code could eventually be reached. However, 
if NFPA uses its enormous capital and political 
resources effectively while other interests watch from 
the sidelines, the continued existence of two compet- 
ing building codes seems guaranteed.

Dialogue III: 
What should awards value? 


Awards create our history. They codify what we feel is 
important in our profession. “Great design”, broken 
down by building type, is typically the essence of 
architectural awards. Is there room to expand our defi- 
nition of success by expanding our awards criteria? 


The BSA Women in Design Network annually hon- 
ors leaders in the design professions “who have 
designed their own lives in design, whose works exem- 
plify the best of process and product, and who use 
their positions of achievement to give back to the 
world of design and to the community at large”. The 
BSA's Young Professionals Advisory Council (YPAC), 
in collaboration with Habitat for Humanity, is spon- 
soring a competition for modern affordable housing 
(see p. 6), and Samuel Mockbee's unusual work has 
been honored for his innovative, beautiful designs and 
his ethical commitment to the rural poor of Alabama. 


What are our criteria for outstanding design? Should 
praise go to innovative architecture, green architec- 
ture, affordability, use of materials, creativity, beauty, 
whimsy, relation to the land or to the city, or the 
expression in built form of our cultural moment? 
What values beyond design should be held up for 
commendation — community involvement, encour- 
aging diversity in the field, excellence in teaching, 
smart planning alternatives to sprawl, preservation ini- 
tiatives, or promoting the value of architecture in our 
society? Perhaps some of the hard work being done by 
volunteer BSA task forces should be highlighted, such 
as the task force on homelessness or the planning 
work done for Fan Pier or the Civic Initiative for a 
Livable New England. There are many important 
efforts to celebrate in Boston in addition to impressive 
design. 


At one of the Women in Design Network evening 
“Conversations” last year, I was struck by urban 
design professor Ann Forsyth's statement that there 
seems to be a narrower definition of success in archi- 
tecture than in related fields. She saw this as 
unhealthy and needlessly limiting for the profession. 
Perhaps it is time to broaden our vision of success and 
of how we create architectural history, one award at a 
time, to include excellence in design as well as leader- 
ship in other areas. So as Build Boston and the unveil- 
ing of this year’s BSA awards approaches this month, 
we ask: What should be valued and celebrated in 
our architectural awards?

The American Association of University Women’s 
Educational Foundation offers a variety of professional 
fellowships for women pursuing degrees in architec- 
ture. The organization reports that applications for 
such fellowship support for those seeking architecture 
degrees have declined over the last few years and, as a 
result, the fellowship program for architecture stu- 
dents is at risk of being discontinued for lack of suffi- 
cient interest from young designers. 


The financial support available is significant and 
includes, for example, $5,000-$12,000 for master's 
and first professional awards and grants and fellow- 
ships ranging from $2,000 to $50,000 for black 
female architecture scholars pursuing degrees.

Architects on the witness stand: 
a mock trial 


On November 14, an architect stands trial as the 
Massachusetts Board of Registration of 
Architects sponsors a mock liability trial 
that reveals a series of issues that con- 
front architects and other design 
professionals when embroiled as 
defendants in professional liabili- 
ty lawsuits. During this trial, we 
will focus on requests for a 
directed verdict, the statute of 
limitations, the statute of 
repose, premium cost vs. better- 
ment, and other legal issues as 
they rise. 


In this unique Build Boston event, 
architects, lawyers and government offi- 
cials play the roles of plaintiff, defendant, 
attorneys, witnesses and judge. The jury, selected 
from those who register for this event, will deliberate 
and come to a decision during this three-hour trial.

Wise transition is possible 


“Five years into the leadership transition currently 
unfolding at Tsoi/Kobus & Associates [in Cambridge], 
this 19-year-old, 125-person architecture firm is succes- 
filly surviving the move, as indicated by such accolades 
as being named one of the Best-Managed Design Firms 
by Architectural Record in 1997, the 2000 Business of 
the Year by the Greater Boston Chamber of Commerce 
and by ZweigWhite Hot Firm 2002.” 


That is the first paragraph in a recent report on the 
successful leadership transition and ownership transfer 
process Tsoi/Kobus is undergoing. The report is in the 
9/02 issue of Principal's Report, the national practice 
newsletter.

Architect wins copyright case 


In late February, a Massachusetts jury awarded an 
architect over $1.5 million in damages in a significant 
lawsuit filed by the architect accusing a developer of 
copyright infringement, unfair and deceptive trade 
practices and related violations. 


The architect provided design services, including 
drawings, and the architect and the developer were 
working under the terms of a signed AIA B141 
Owner/Architect agreement. Before the work began, 
the developer's bank failed and the project came to a 
halt. The architect was never paid, although the archi- 
tect proceeded to pay all of his consultants including 
another architecture firm. A few years later the project 
was resuscitated and the developer proceeded although 
no one ever asked the original architect for permission 
to use his drawings. 


The court and the jury addressed a variety of issues 
including the nature of “original work”, the copy- 
right symbol, copyright registration, the notion of 
“publication” as it relates to copyright protection, 
ownership and authorship and other copyright-relat- 
ed issues. One of the architect’s attorneys was BSA 
member Chuck Heuer Esq., FAIA, an architect and 
an attorney. Heuer has summarized the details of the 
case in his firm's newsletter.

Architect wins another case 


A jury awarded $5.2 million to an architecture firm in 
a recent copyright case. In this Virginia case, a Texas 
architecture firm successfully claimed that a client had 
obtained a “single use” license for the copyrighted 
architectural plans but had continued to use the same 
design to build additional houses without permission. 


This case was described in a Hartford Business Journal 
article a few months ago by Hartford attorneys with 
McCormick, Paulding & Huber. For a copy of the 
article, which is part of a larger package of reprints 
and other material on architecture copyright law, visit 
www.architects.org, click on “BSA store’; the collection 
is item #90 in the BSA Books & Gifts Catalogue.

Through the end of 2003, the airwaves will 
enjoy 700-800 network-delivered ads of 30 or 60 sec- 
onds each channeled to 7,000-8,000 radio stations in 
the nation. 


The voice of the AIA for this radio campaign is actress 
Allison Janney, known to viewers of “The West Wing” 
as press secretary C.J. Cregg. 


Supplementing the radio ad campaign are magazine 
ads running from now until the end of next year. 
Concentrating on market-specific professional, institu- 
tional and trade magazines — and tied conceptually 
to the radio ads — the ads appear in publications 
such as Governing Magazine, U.S. Mayor, Modern 
Healthcare, Architectural Record, Commercial Property 
News, National Real Estate Investor, Urban Land, 
ASGU, American School Board Journal, Multi-Family 
Trends, Builder, and Professional Builder.
